Directions for Laying, Care and Upkeep 


Keep in a temperature of 70° for twenty-four 
hours before unrolling. Lay it on its side before 
unrolling. 

A satisfactory floor covering installation can- 
not be expected over a worn and defective 
floor. The floor boards with raised edges, ends 
projecting above the level, protruding nails or 
high spots caused by knots, etc. should be 
leveled; sanding is the best method. 

Wood floors which are damp must be dried 
out; concrete must be fully cured and then dried 
out. Do not lay on floors which rest directly on 
the ground or which are not well ventilated 
beneath. 


INSTALLATIONS WITHOUT CEMENT—In lay- 
ing without cement, do not use any Lining Felt. 
Leave a space of Ye’ between seams of the 
material and ¥%'’ between the material and the 
walls. 


CEMENTED INSTALLATIONS — Cemented in- 
stallations should be made only over floors 
which have been smoothed, as referred to in 
paragraph two. Floor boards with high edges 
and projections will show through and make 
an unsatisfactory installation. Cemented install- 
ations should not be made on damp wood floors 
or in buildings long unoccupied, in which the 
floor boards are unduly swelled; first dry out 
the floors and then prepare as in paragraph 
two. Wide floor boards which may open or 
close more than ¥e"’ will not make a satisfactory 
floor for cemented installations. Concrete should 
be fully cured and dried out. 


DIRECT CEMENTING—Direct cemented installa- 


tions may be made over concrete and over 
wood floors where these are double boarded 
and finished with tongued and grooved floor 
boards not over 2%" wide. The floor boards of 
course should be prepared as in paragraph two 
and not subject to excessive moisture variations 
which cause undue swelling and shrinking of 
the floor boards. Follow the directions for lay- 
ing floor covering over lining felt. Any floor 
covering made on a backing of saturated felt 
will be difficult to remove after being pasted 
direct to the floor. We cannot assume any re- 
sponsibility for any difficulty in this direction. 


CEMENTING OVER LINING FELT—Cut lengths 
of Dry Lining Felt, % lb. weight, to lie cross- 
wise to the floor boards. We recommend Bird 
Dry Lining Felt. The edges of the felt should be 
fitted closely together, but must not overlap. 
Roll up half the length of the felt from one end 
and with the use of a paste spreader apply to 
the floor a thin, even layer of linoleum paste. 
Congoleum’s, Armstrong's or Wolverine Lino- 
leum Paste is recommended. Roll the felt into 
the paste as the pasting operation progresses. 
Make sure that there are no dry or unpasted 


spots. Roll the other half of the felt back and 
paste in the same manner. 

Roll each section of the felt with a heavy 
roller as soon as it has been embedded in the 
paste. Roll from the middle toward the edge 
of the strip. Allow as much time as possible for 
the felt to dry before cementing to the felt. On 
large installations it should be allowed to dry 
at least overnight. 

After the felt is dry, cut a length to be laid 
along one side of the room crosswise to the 
felt. Fit the side by scribing, cut and put it into 
place, and then fit the ends. 

The next strip should be laid overlapping the 
edge of the first strip by about 4%’. Be sure that 
the edges are parallel. Fit the ends of this strip 
and paste it into place. Cut through the under- 
lying piece along the edge of the overlying 
piece. Turn the abutting edges back and apply 
preferably waterproof cement under the edges. 
Follow this same process for each strip. 

After cementing or pasting each strip use a 
heavy roller. Roll thoroughly from the center 
toward each edge until the adhesive has made 
a firm bond. The seams must be rolled until they 
are perfectly even and smooth. All seams 
should be weighted down for from six to ten 
hours. Heavy furniture or concentrated loads 
must not be moved onto or over the floor until 
the cement or paste has had an opportunity to 
set up and harden. 


PROTECTION AND CARE—The floor covering 
must be protected from denting and gouging of 
sharp chair legs. 

Several manufacturers make the kind of cast- 
ers for desk chairs and gliders for straight 
chairs which we recommend. A list of these 
manufacturers and the styles recommended is 
given below: 


Kilian Mfg. Co., 107 N. Franklin St., Syracuse, 
N. Y. Casters for desk chairs—No. D. C. 2101. 
The Bassick Co., Bridgeport, Conn. Casters for 
desk chairs No. 9696. Jarvis & Jarvis, Palmer, 
Mass. Casters for desk chairs No. 2151 PON. 
The Bassick Co., Bridgeport, Conn. Gliders for 
straight leg chairs. Drive-on type No. NR-30. 
Socket type No. NR-3.The Bassick Co., Bridge- 
port, Conn. For desk and table legs—NOMAR— 
of proper size to fit. 

Office chairs should be equipped with soft 
rubber wheel ball-bearing swivel casters. The 
wheel should be not less than 2” in diameter 
and %"' wide. They must be made of soft 
rubber. 

Straight leg chairs should be equipped with 
swivel gliders of not less than 2” in diameter. 
Whether the glider should be of the ‘‘drive-on” 
or “socket” type depends upon the chair con- 
struction. In most cases, the “socket’’ type is 
best. (Continued on following page) 
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Desk and table legs should be fitted with 
square or round cups. 


CLEANING AND UPKEEP—The floor covering 
should be washed as often as necessary to 
keep it clean. The normal accumulation of dirt 
can be removed by washing with Ivory or Lux 
soap, using sufficient quantity to make good 
suds. A thorough rinsing with clean water is 
essential to leave a clean floor. The rinsing 
water should be changed as frequently as 
necessary to keep it clean. 

Such a thorough cleaning is only necessary 
at regular intervals, say once a week. In be- 
tween times the floor can be kept clean by 
going over it with a damp cloth. 

If the floor gets unusually dirty, or if it has 
been waxed without having first been properly 
cleaned, it is necessary to remove the wax to 
get at the dirt underneath. In such cases use 
Bon Ami, Old Dutch Cleanser, or Sapolio. 
(These soaps are strong and will ruin any floor 
covering if used continuously.) 

Wet the floor and sprinkle on a small amount 
of soap powder. Use a scrubbing brush to work 
the wax and dirt loose. Work on a small area at 
a time, not over two or three feet square. Do not 
wet or apply the soap powder to any other 
areas until you are ready to clean them. Do not 
let the soap powder and water remain on the 
floor any longer than necessary. Rinse with 
clean water as soon as possible. 

These soap powders will injure the floor cov- 
ering unless great care is taken. Use the soap 
powder and water sparingly. Stop scrubbing 
after you have removed the dirt. Rinse each 
section thoroughly as soon as it is cleaned. 
Never use strong cleaning solvents or powders, 
such as Oakite or Wyandotte. 


Stains such as tar or paint can be removed 
by turpentine, naphtha, or kerosene. The turpen- 
tine, naphtha, or kerosene must not be poured 
onto the floor covering. Pour a little onto a rag 
and remove the stain by rubbing. Wipe the 
floor clean afterwards. 


WAXING—On large commercial installations, 
we recommend “hot’’ waxing. Before waxing 
the floors must be thoroughly cleaned. 

On domestic floors and smaller commercial 
installations, we recommend a “solvent type” 
of wax, such as Butcher’s or Johnson's. These 
waxes have the odor of turpentine and require 
buffing or polishing to bring out a lustre after 
they have dried. The turpentine in the wax helps 
to remove dirt. These waxes should be applied 
with a cloth. When the cloth becomes soiled 
replace it with a clean one. 

If ’self-polishing” or ‘water’ wax is used, the 
wax manufacturer's directions must be care- 
fully followed. The floor must be entirely clean 
before the wax is applied. These “water’’ or 
“‘self-polishing” waxes have no cleaning action. 
They are, however, “self-polishing’” and require 
no rubbing to bring out the lustre. 

After a thorough cleaning the floor should 
be re-waxed before it is walked on. If a “solvent’’ 
wax is used the floor must be allowed to be- 
come thoroughly dry before the wax is applied. 
A "self-polishing” or “water’’ wax may be ap- 
plied as soon as the floor has been wiped dry. 
The floor covering should be re-waxed as often 
as necessary to maintain a bright, easily 
cleaned surface. 


VARNISHING—Do not varnish under any cir- 
cumstances because the varnish will not harden 
properly. 


Instructions for the Care of 


Bird Felt Base Floor Covering 
Products 


It is unnecessary to scrub Bird Felt Base Floor 
Covering Products. A light rubbing with a damp 
mop or cloth will remove all dirt. Very fine 
scouring powders, such as Bon Ami, may be 
used with safety to clean Bird Felt Base Floor 
Covering Products. Never use coarse scouring 
powders. It is best to use mild soaps such as 


Ivory Soap, Lux, Selox, Super Suds, 
Rinso, Chipso, Shine-Brite, Mycoleum. 


Never use naphtha, kerosene or gasoline to 
clean Bird Felt Base Floor Covering Products. 
Such solvents will destroy the printed surface. 

In order to obtain unusually long wear, we 
recommend that two coats of varnish be ap- 
plied, allowing at least forty-eight hours be- 
tween coats. This will prolong the life of the 
floor covering. Any good light-colored varnish 
such as Valspar is satisfactory. All varnishes 
cause some yellowing, therefore, when var- 
nishing over light patterns it is important to 
use a light-colored varnish so as to minimize 


the effect of discoloration. Do not varnish the 
floor covering until it has been in use for two 
or three months. If varnish is applied before 
the floor covering has reached its natural de- 
gree of expansion or contraction, cracking of 
the varnish surface may occur. Care should be 
taken not to varnish floor covering that has 
previously been waxed. Varnish over wax dries 
very slowly or not at all. 

We do not recommend the use of oil dress- 
ings. Oil dressings are usually of non-drying 
character. 

We do not recommend the use of wax on 
Bird Felt Base Floor Covering Products. Wax 
does not add to the wearing qualities. The sur- 
face of our material is so glossy, smooth, and 
hard that it has very little tendency towards 
collecting dirt in its original form. 

Shellac is not satisfactory for use on Bird 
Felt Base Floor Covering Products. While shel- 
lac discolors less than varnish, it gives a brittle 
finish which chips off very readily.
